Lei’s go hack — way hack to B(H) 
B, C. and the ancient and icveretl 
poet, Homer* In his ’’Iliad'* he says, 
**Of alt the creatures that creep and 



breathe mi earth, there is none more 
wretched than man/* And in his 
**0dy8scy/* he comes forth with ’*The 
earth produces nothing feebler than 
man/* 

Then let’s come up to TiOO B. C. 
and good old Bias, one of the Seven 
Sages of Greece. nien a it bud,** 

he cracks. 

Then in 2(10 B. C., Plautus had 
maiiV number when he suiil, *VMan 
is a vrolf . . . /* Just think of it, 
girls, they were calling men wolves 
over 2,000 years ago, and I thought 
it was a strictly Twentieth Century 
wisecrack. 

Then would you helieve it, in the 
Bible we find the saintly Job com- 
menling thus: “Man . , , is a w^orm" 
(Job X.XV, *1). 

Just wait, girls; revenge Is sweet 1 
Thei*e are lots more— dillles, tm Some 
of those Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
Century wnters really knew how to 
ilish it out. 

Lend an ear to what the fanuvus 
MachiavelJi, hack in 1513, had to 
offm*: 

“Speaking generally, men are un- 
grateful, tickle, hypocj^iLicalp ftnuTul 
f>f danger and covetoua of gain.** 

Ami Ludovico Ariosto, who also 
lived in the 1500’s, must have had a 
sympathetic attitude toward uk, for 
he w*rote, “Man is the only animal 
who injures his mate/’ 

Then a little later, in 1000, Nicolas 
Boilcau gives out with, “Of all the 
creatures that fly in the air, walk on 
the ground, or swim in the sea, from 
Paris to Peru anrl from Japan to 
Rome, the most foolish, in my opinion, 
is num.” 

And Thomas Otway (hless his hon- 
est fiouD in Hv80 gives ua the daaaie: 
“Trust not a man; we are hy nature 
false, dissembling, subtle, cruel and 
unconstant/’ 

And William Congreve must have 
been feeling pretty low when he com- 
mented along alwut 16IJ3, “That filthy, 
awkward, two-legged creature, nmn.“ 

Coming up to the year ISHfi, 
Thomas Carlyle describes man quite 
ingloriously as “An omnivorous biped 


that wears bi-eeches/* And latirr as “A 
tivo- legged animal without feathers/' 
The famous Oscar Wilde, in 18112, 
gives us the following wise observa- 
tion: “Men become old, but they 
never become good/' 

And good old T* H, Huxley, along 
about 18Q5 said, “Men, my dear, are 
very queer animals — a mixture of 
h o rse - ne r'^^ousnes s, a ss-s I ubbo rn ness , 
and earned -malice/* 

Before I stop quoting, do you mind 
if I skip back to the ancients again? 
ihuir old Seneca made a couple of 
biting contributions that are abso' 
lutely too good to miss, 

“There is one thing common to both 
man and w^oman. Both exist exclu- 
sively for the happiness of the man,” 
And: 

“Woman's faults are many. 

Men have only two: 
Everything they say, 

And everything they do.” 

Now' ifirls, have you notiwl any- 
thing in these quotation.s, something 
common to them all? Every one of 
them was written hy a man. And in 
all my lesearching, I found nntp mte 
nasty comment passed by a w-oman, 
It*s a honey though— I simply have 
tf> pass it on to you. Madame Roland 
(1754-17931 is the author of this bit 
of caustic wit, “The more I see of men, 
the more I admire dogs.” 

Weill my frienda, the fact that these 
caustic comments originated with the 
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men ia Mignificunt. If theyll ailniit 
the.se fnulta themselves, they miial fee 
true, and they ean't chalk them up to 
thcj^iuote liny KuRimnd— 'malicious 
tongue of Sfinie gossip monger," un- 
quote. 

And while weVe on the Hubject, 
girls, let’s air n couple of grievances, 

I reati the mont in rent hi if article 
the other day— all Imcked up with 
statistics and everything, from the 
Labor Department. It i-eported that 
the average man ttrfmtUy spendti more 
mrfneu on rlothen than the little 
woman does. The Government Hiuls 



that the average hushund's clothing 
expenses riin anywhere from $128 to 
a year, while his wife spends 
only $IH to $lSlh And do you know 
what! The [.ahoi’ Itefmrtmont isn’t 
even surprised by the results of its 
survey, It says men have Irhui out- 
spending w'omen on clothes "since 
gramlma'ft day," But it adds, "IheyM 
newer admit it,'’ 

And while we’re into the heart of 
this man matter, there’s another 
theory that’s been knockeil into a 
cocked hat — and that’s the one about 
“those terrible women drivers," Driv* 
ijig am! accident statistics can i>e 
shown to pi’ove:

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Foreign Visitors Learn Work of the IBEW 


M any times during the past year 
FBKW head qua Iters m Wash- 
ington has played host to visiling 
groups fiom foreign countries. From 
time to time, the jmtrnaf has carried 
articles and pictures of such visits. 
Just recently another gi'oup, the EPA- 
Trade Union Research Gi^oup, repre- 
senting seven countries, visited with 
your International Uflice to team 
something of the IBEW story and 
what it means. 

In addition to the groups of foi'eign 
visitors to our headquarters in Wash- 
ington, other such groups visit vari- 
ous IBEW locals around the countiy* 
Altogether, in the past year, hun- 
dj-cds of repi'esontiitives fi‘om most 
of the world’s free countries have 
come to know more about the %vork 
of the IBEW. 

The visits point up the part of the 
IBEW in the expanding mle organ- 
ized labor is taking in the interna- 
tional fieid. In addition, our Inter- 
national President. Gordon >L Free- 
man, attended the conference of the 
Internaiionai Labor Organization in 
Geneva last summer as an advisor to 
the head of the Workei'S* Delegation. 
And our International Secrelaiy, 
Joseph lY Keenan, attended the Itntlsh 


Trade Union Congreas in Lombn last 
fall as a Fniternal Delegate. 

The IBEW, along with the entire 
American lalior movement, has lie- 
come VDI 7 deeply involved in the 
WAtrU labor movement and has 
reached out to become a powei’ful 
force for truth and freedom every- 
where. The exchange of visiting labor 
delegations is only part of the story. 
American lalKir is contributing money 
and manpower in many W'ays to meet 
its obligations in the field of interna- 
tional affairs.

The jiurpose is not only to help 
labor unions in other rmniUies gain 
the knowledge and skills needed for 
organizing and eollcctiw bargaining, 
but also to strengthen the resources 
of labor movements throughout the 
world to help meet the very real 
threat of Communist penetration. And 
in this way, free men ami women 
everywhere are serweii, 

American labor tenders know that a 
strong irudf union in any country is 
one of the liest bulwark.^ against 
totalitarianism and communism. In a 
a nation whose workers are for the 
most part adequately fed and clothed, 


and able to secure for themselves and 
their families a decent standard of 
living, communism and what it offers 
is not very enticing. 

At its first convention, the newly- 
united AFL-CIO made this declara- 
tion: 

*The united Amei'kan trade union 
movement, in common with Uiboi* 
everywhere, bus the greatest stake in 
the pi-eservation of peace and tlie 
promotion of freedom. Approaching 
the intejuational crisis as patrioUc 
citizens and free trade unionists, wc 
have the highest interest in building 
it world free fmm all dictatorship, 
poverty and war*" 

It further pledged "'to aid free labor 
everywhere in becoming a powerful 
force for furth<M'ing social justice, 
national and human fi-eedom, eco- 
nomic well-being iind world peace.” 

American lalior is carrying out that 
pledge in many ivays. Labor lea«lers 
from this countiy are working with 
government ofliicjiils overseas, serving 
with American embassies and as labor 
uci visors to foreign missions of the 
International Cooperation Adminis- 
tration. This is just part of a pro- 
gram of cooperation between the 
American labor movement and those

The need fur this was em- 
phasized 11 few months later by the 
full-scale uprising of the Hungarian 
people. The AFL-CIO Executive 
Council, of which our International 
Secretarv is a rncmlier, contrihuteil 
$2u ^OUO to the fund being raised by 
I he ICFTU to help those who took 
part in the uprising and the workers 
who needed asKistance after Soviet 
Itussia intervened to crush the revolt. 
Afhliates of the AFL-CI(> made addi- 
tional contH but ions. And Amor lean 
labor W'un recognition at home and 
abroad for the part it played in rally- 
ing supp<nt for the deiiUMnatic Hun- 
garian revolution. 

As an afTlliate of the ICFTU, the 
AFL-CIO also cooperates in the inv 
jHirtant wm-k of strengthening re- 
latively wvuk unions, and in helping 
form unions wherever possible. Spe- 
cial attention is giv*>n to economically 
under-devedoped regions and to areas 
where people.s are striving for na- 
tional freedom. 

American labor is also woi'ldng 
clnsely with the I liter- American lle- 
gional Organization of Workers 
(ORIT), the Western Hemisphere 
branch of the ICFTU. It has j‘ejecU‘d 
false Communist appeals for a so- 
called united labor front and urged 
against acceptance of any kind of as- 
sociation with Communist state-con* 
tjxilled w^orkurs organizations. 


□KIT anil American labor alsu 
voice strong opposition to military 
dictatorships in this heniisphej-e. The 
AFL-CIO Executive Council ha.s 
stated: 

’'The continuation of dictatoHal re- 
gimes ami their ncceptaneo as part- 
ners in the American family of na- 
tions weakens the position of the 
Western Hemisphei'e, and particularly 
of the United States of America, in 
the struggle against the sinister 
forces of internaUonal comnninism 
and its aggressive designs.’' 

Another group through which 
American labor works in world 
alTatrs is the International Labor Or- 
ganization, which is striving to im- 
prove the economic and social status 
of workers throughout the w'orlch It 
is working to atiolish forced labor and 
discrimination, anti to establish laws 
restricting the exercise of traib* 
union rights. On the subject of auto- 
mation, the ILO emphasized its im- 
pact on all aspects of social nnd labor 
policy and urgetl action to assist cmin- 
tries in adjusting in an orderly man- 
ner to technological change. A i*esolu- 
tion urged that early, coordinated 
measures be taken to hold to a mini- 
mum the social dislocations and hu- 
man costs which may be involved, and 
this makes fjosaible the greatest bene- 
fit to all the community.

Step Up Education in 
Jurisdiction Protection 

I. ST. LOITS, MO.— Loeiii No. 

\ and most of the other buifrltng' 
trades throughout greater St. Louis 
have gone through one of the tough- 
est winters experience<i for a long 
lime. Along with a natural winter 
time recession (»f building* St. Louis 
was caught in the lower end of the 
storm that paraiymi some of the 
northern slates. We were quite fortu- 
nate. however, that we were '"froxe 
in" for only a short tiinot but tlnit 
short time gave us time to think of 
some of the things; that have been 
giving the oflflcei's of the local union 
great concern for some time. 

During the winter the members 
ernploye<l on the liii‘ger jobs worketl 
fairly well but those members who 
have been pm|dnyerj on rositienlial 
work have been shut down prnetically 
most of the winter. 

However, things are beginning to 
shape up into what looks like one of 
the most proKperous years for the 
huihting industry. During this shut 
down period for the residential men, 
many things vital to that branch of 
the industi'y have been discussed* am! 
it was concluded that this branch of 
the trade ne+^ds much education in 
jurisdiction protection, and attendance 
at local union meelingis. Hie officers 
have found through investigation, 
that many hours of electrical work 
have been lost In the past because of 
the laxity of the members in I'cport- 
ing to the business manager's office 
the fact that in many instances parts 
of electrical appliances have been in- 
stalled by other trailes. Many voluiiio 
buildei-s have been furnishing the ex- 
haust fans, range hoods* electric 
ranges and ovens ami a numher of 
other electriciil conveniences foumJ in 
the modem residences today. !t hus 
been found that nitiny times Electri- 
cians arriving on jobs have fmiiul 
exhaust fan sleeveB mounted in the 
brick walls* range hoods have beiut 
insUilled along with the kitchen cabi* 
nets, wailing for the Electrician to 
arrive on the job and connect them to 
the circuit provided for them. 

Officer's of Local No. I have started 
a vigorous campaign to eilucutc all 
the members working in this branch 
of the trade that it is "electHcal 
work for the Electrician" and that It 
is the work of the Electrician to in- 
.stall ihe.^e major appliances in their 
entirety* 

In the labor management meetings 
with the employers, it has been made 
very clear that Local No, 1 expects 
these electrical contractors to see to 
it that all of this type of electrical 
work is induded in their contructH 
with the general contractor and that 
our members will set all Bleeves for 
fans including the louvein and hoods, 
also set all parts of the built-in stoves 


and ovens, and built-in electrical 
heaters, 

Tlie membri’s art? cautioned to re- 
port to the business manager's office 
any job in which they find any of the 
component parts of elect I'icul equip- 
ment set by other trades. Temporary 
service pnles to which service en- 
trance equipment is to he instnlled, 
ia a definite part of the HlectrickiiTs 
work. U has also been noted that 
many <if the new homes are being 
equipped with inter-coni nidio sets 
consisting of a master station 
mounted in a metal houstng (lush in 
a wall and several speakers mounted 
in different parts of the house, Just 
a reminder that this work also be- 
longs to the Electrical Worker in- 
cluding the mounting of the “can" 
and all other parts. 

Naturally the officei-s of liocal No* 
1 are also inlei^sted in these electri- 


cal products being made by union 
members and bearing the IHF'W 
union label, 51 any of these items are 
made in greater St. Louis by membi?rs 
of Local No. 1 and bear our label. 
The theme. “Live In-tter electrically 
by full house power” has done much 
to mk! many moi*c man hours of 
work r<ii' members of Local No. 1. 
This has likewise benefited the con- 
tract ors and the utility companies. 
Both our city and county inspectors 
report that a large number of in- 
cixjaiM'd service applications have been 
issued this past year, all due to the 
campaign waged by the industry, 
,\luny of the older homes that have 
had IIP amp. sciwices have changi^d 
to too amp. services with all the 
necessary wiring for heavy duty ap- 
pliances.

That it is, simply, an honorable effort 
by W'orkers to improve thtdi' lot^in 
the best Judeo-Christian tradition. 

“The Bible is packed with powerful 
support for such a rnovement. It is 
therefore reassiudng in these troubled 
times to read those holy words.”

Denver Local Awards 
50-Year Recognition 

L. r. fig, DEN VER. COLO.— On Jan- 

nary 13, 1V58, at its regular local 
union meeting, Local Union 68 took 
great pleasure in presenting a 50- 
year pin and certificate to one of its 
most distinguished members, Clifford 
Noxon. Cliff is at present the director 
of apprenticeship in the 13th Civil 
Seiwice Region for the Department of 
Labor. This is a permanent position 
that he was appointed to in 1945 as 
the culmination of a long and distin- 
guished career in the service of or- 
ganized labor. By virtue of this job 
with the Government, he is also a 
member of Civil Sen’ice and as such 
a member of the American Federation 
of Government Employees. The AFGE 
is affiliated with the AFL-CIO and 
within that organization Cliff has the 
distinetjon of being a national vice 
president in the 13th District. 

He started a.s a union workman 
back in Ma?^ch of 1907. He was ini- 
tiated into Local Union 08, IBEW 
while still an apprentice of this local 
union. He was elected president and 
held that post for 25 years. He also 
concurrently held the office of busi- 
ness manager of Local Union 68 for 
10 years. He ha,s always participated 
vei'y actively in the cause of organ- 
ized labor and while seiwfng his own 
local union, he also was gi%^en the 
distinction of being elected president 
of the Colorado State Federation of 
Labor, AFL, and was also elected 
president of the Denver Coustniction 
Trades Council. During the time that 
he served Local Union 68 he was 
appointed by former Governor Edwin 
C, Johnson as a member of the State 
Board of Land Commissioners w^hose 
duties are the administering of monies 


set aside for schoo! purposes. He was 
also appointed to the State Board of 
Capital ^lanagers. During the term 
of Governor Teller Ammons he seiwed 
as the Governor’s secretary. 

In 1939, he joined the Department 
of Labor and travelled to Hawaii to 
seiwe with the Apprenticeship Divi- 
sion. Then in 1941 when World War 
II started, he returned to his home 
state of Colorado as regional chief 
for the War Manpower Commission. 
His tramendous ability was further 
used by the Government when in 
1952 he was sent to Israel as a rep- 
resentative of the Department of 
Labor attached to the American Em- 
bassy where he was on loan to the 
State Department Point 4 program, 
and in that capacity he served in 
Israel as special advisor and consult- 
ant on industrial training programs. 

Cliff has been veiy active in fur- 
thering the intei’ests of organized 
labor in any position that he has held. 
While an employe of the State of 
Colorado, he was a charter member of 
the State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployees, AFL, and rose to become 
national vice president in that organi- 
zation 

It was a great honor for Local 
Union 68 to be able to present this 
great man his 50- year pin and certifi- 
cate. A large numbei’ of our members 
turned out for the occasion to meet 
and talk to Cl iff personally, and re- 
freshments ^vere served.

we are ‘'enjoying” the same ‘'pros- 
perity” that you are. Many people 
emigrated to California during the 
boom. When the late "boom” sub- 
sifictl many found themselves far from 
home, and without the seniority that 
stahilizcd jobs in many companies. 
This has affected the overall labor 
piciure. Other communities have, of 
course, faced the same pniblein. How- 
ever, the old dream that “distant 
fields are greener” seems to have 
been particularly prevalent for Cali- 
rornia. 

The usual winter slump is slowly 
receding. But we still have unem- 
ployed on the bench. Many of those 
who are employed arc working for 
short periods of time— a week or two. 
Mountain work is slowly awakening. 
It has been lield back by sriow and 
rains. Mammoth Pool project, at 
present, consists only of the earth- 
filled dam.

10 dollars.

The fortune spent by big corpora- 
tions has finally created an organiza- 
tion of lobbyists, and publicity men 
%vho have “lowered the boom" on 

Uibm’ so smoothly, and <|uhdly. that 
much of labor doesn’t even know it 
yet They hope to slip through new, 
and terrible laws, with the aid of 
people who fail to vote, and a few 
disgruntled union members who are 
dissatisfied because unions do not op- 
erate at lot! percent efilciency. (Noth- 
ing does.) They are disgruntled be- 
cause of some minor happening, 

forgetting that unions, with all their 
faults, have given them the highest 
wages and best conditions in history. 

All in all, we hope for ii fairly good 
year when present projectfl get under 


way. Barring war, or a “Right-to- 
Work" law well “muddle thru,” as 
the British say.

as of January I at* As was to he 

€‘5£peeted* there were some minor bugs 
in the overall plan but these have now 
been ironed nut and in view of our 
experience mid knowledge gained in 
the 12 months administration, we be- 
lieve we can handle any fiituj^e |irtdi- 
lems which may arise* 

The Great West Life has announced 
ihe granting to us of a fuj-lhcr hene- 
tii to the extent of diagnostic x-ray 
and laboratory fee cov'enige and at 
the annual meeting of the trustees, 
we were able to negotiate a further 
benefit of medical coverage in doctors* 
calls to the home, the doctor’s office 
or hospital, with the usual provision 
that the first call to the home or 
i^ffice Will be pidil for by the insured* 
These added benefits are now part of 


the plan without any added cost to 
the mem hers and in addition to which 
we have built up a subsluntial re- 
seive fund for future conUngendes* 
With the exception of one or two 
cases, all claims have been promptly 
paid and all cases for hospital admis- 
sion promptly accepted* The delay in 
settling the exceptions usually being 
due to the non-arrival claim forms, 
or of said forms not being pi-opfrly 
filled out* A disaster recently befell 
our Brother Art Pritchanl. Me was 
alone at home when a pan of fat on 
the stove m^upted and in I he ensuing 
flash fire, Ai‘t was badly burnt about 
the face, uppej body, hands and arms* 
He wiiB taken to the hospital by a 
friendly neighbor who only knew that 
Brother I’ritchard had some form or 
another of haspitalization, anrl the 
patient being in an advanced slntt? of 
shock, could not give any further 
particulars* He was admitted and 
treatmnni oommenced immed lately 
pending further details. The follow- 
ing day was Sunday, and the Great 
West Life representative was at the 
hospital ami in (|uick time the details 
’were all taken care of*

the training and skill of electrical 
contractors and workers.

Ariz. Debate Spotlights 
Right-to-Work Fallacy 

I.. |I. r. 7 tt, rrCHON, AUIZ.^n Sut- 

yrday, February 15, at the Univej-sity 
of Arizona, in the Student Union 
building, more than HIO men and 
women gathered to listen and partake 
in a debate on the so-called “Right -to* 
Work" law of Arizmta. 

Resolved: That the requirement of 
membership in a labor organiKnlioii 
us a condition of employment shoiiUl 
be illegul“Was the subject of debate 
by two teams of students of the uni- 
versity. Tw*o girls, Patsy Burdett, a 
freshman stutleni from Oregon, and 
Unila Sinclair, a junior from Cali- 
fornia, took the affinnaUve side, and 
Uiehard Mangurn, a senior from Ari* 
SEona, ami John \'os, a freshman from 
Nevada, look the negative side of the 
ipiestion. Both teams did an arlmii'u* 
Me joh, hut the girls were really "on

The pirls argued that such reciuire- 
ment of membership was an infringe- 
ment of human rights, and that the 
political power of the labor movement 
would he much Increased by such 
forced membership. They spake of the 
corruption in latHir unions, and 
stressed that *‘if unions are so desire- 
able, workers will Join Ihetn volun- 
tarily— there shoiihl be no need of 
compulsion." 

The Ijoys aigued that “human 
rights at‘e relative— we ai^e all bound 
to obey the laws of the land, even 
those laws and regulations which we 
do not personally believe to be just 
laws" and gave as an ejcample the 
Social Security law which iwiuires 
all of us to contribute a certain per- 
centage of our income, even those who 
do not wish to participate in the So- 
cial Security program. They scomet! 
the “free riders^* who are w-Uling to 
accept the better working conditions, 
better wages, etc,, which have been 
obtainetl through the efforts of or- 
ganized union bargaining, but who do 
not want to pay their dues to support 
this effort in behalf of the labor or 
workers. They stressed that unions 
demand their members gi%'e a full 
day's work for a full day's pay. 

In response to the girls' contention 
that only two percent to eight percent 
of all union members attend their 
union meetings, and thus take any 
voice in their regulations, the hoys 
statefi that only one fourth of one 
percent of labor unions are racket- 
eers, and that the apparent reason 
for the small percentage of attend- 
anee at meetings is that the memher- 
ship is satisfied with the way the 
small group of members are taking 
care of union business, and are satis- 
fied to let the small group do the 
work of managing the of the 

union. 

To me, the most outstanding fact 
of the entire debate was the evident 
tioith of the affinnative team w^hen 
they told of the total lack of interest 
of union members in attending their 
meetings' WHY? WHY? We have 
all heard criticism of the “clique" 
which runs things! Who is this 
clique? They are that two percent of 
the total union membership who take 
enough interest in their union to at^ 
tend the meetings, and who ai'e will- 
ing to accept thf‘ responsibility of a 
job in their union when asked to do 
so. They are NOT tlie ones who want 
to “run the union" by whispering 
campaigns on the outside. That 
“clique" who runs things are the fel- 
lows who take the time to attend their 
union meetings regularly, do their 
talking on the floor of the meeting, 
and make their criticisms of the con- 
struct i%^e variety, Eveiy member is 
welcome to Join that "clique,"

Dr, 
laiUT-ence R, Gray, head of the De- 
partment of Economies, and Dr. 
Bernard C. Hennessy, assistant pro- 
fessor of political science, were the 
univej'sity .speakers, iJr. Hennessy 
questioning the lack of fne/s, stating 
that issues such as today's subject of 
debate are too often settled and regu- 
lated by emotions rather than factual 
evidence. 

In the question and answer period 
w’hich followed the talks of Mr. E. P. 
Tbeiss, regional director, AFL-CIO, 
Region No. 18, and Mr. K, S. Brown,

sented on the strike of Culinary 
Workers in Phoenix a year ago. Be-

went down approximately 3fl percent 
lower than before the strike^ and a 
factual report was given on the many 
thousands of workers in the state of 
Arizona who are getting much *less 
than 81.00 pei‘ houi‘ wages. 

On Sunday morning, Senator Barry 
Goldwater (R., Ariz. ) spoke to a full 
house of interestecl voters at the Sun- 
day Morning Labor Forum. His at- 
tempt to justify the “RighUto-Work" 
law was less effectual than that of 
the two girl student debaters at the 
Saturday Institute the day before.

tTorptiration. Here an? some excerpts 
from it: 

**An area of primary interest to 
peopU* the world over is, of course, 
that of wages and wwking conditions, 
fj round for a common understanding 
exisls lietween us in the utility husi* 
ness whether we live ami woi'k in 
Japan or the United States. In our 
ealeriirlHe there are three vei^y iin- 
]iortant groups of people to he con- 
siihumi. The public who are our eus- 
tomi’t's and our associates in civic 
matters of the community, our in- 
vestors who furnish the huge ainminta 
of capital funds needed hy our enter- 
fj rises, and the employes w*ho furnish 
the inuiins and skills to make the 
etiiei prise operate. All three groups 
contribute to the enterprise and all 


thtw groups ha%'e to take something 
out of it in terms of satis faction com- 
rahle to their conlriimtion. And a 
lance must l»e I'stahlished as he- 
tw^een these groups so that one group 
ts not securing excessive return in 
siitiftfaction at the expense of the 
other tivo. These are things you know 
— you have these same conditions and 
jirohlems to solvi* in your enterprise, 
so we have this as a common ground 
on which to develnji understanding,”

To illuminate 
the considcmliims of this area of your 
study, perhaps I shouhl develop it in 
two pa?ts. First, the foimal pre- 
sc r i 1 jed p roce< I ure in our labor agree- 
ment and second to discuHS the more 
important aspect — that of how we, as 
working associates, attempt to resolve 
differences. 

“Our formal grievance procedure 
consists of five sUqjH ala j ting with 
the first level of sufiei'vlsimi and go- 
ing up througii superior levels of 
management to the fifth sleiJ which 
is at the level of the president or his 
appointed representative, Theix?after, 
provision is made for adjustment of 
th© grievance through arhiti*ation 
proceedings. At each step of the 
grievance procedure Hie employe is 
jxf presen ted hy un ion repres*»ntatives. 
He himself may or may not appear 
but he has the ria'lit ami privilege if 


he choosea, A grievance processwl 
under this procedum is re^iuei^d to 
writing, the statements of the parties 
to the grievance are in writing ami 
so passed mi step by stcfi according 
to agreeil ujion time limits for re- 
ferral to .succeeding steps, 

”The fiecoml nml, in my %new, the 
1001 X 1 * imporliint aspect of the griev- 
ance question, is the pn>per objective 
of both partii?s Us prevent a grievance 
condition fjom occurring. Any con- 
dition or Kituation which, in the vii*w 
of the employe or the union, needs 
review or correction is discussed 
openly anrl frankly with appropriate 
supm'VLSLon aiiij through examination 
and iti.scussion an agree<l u}H>n solu- 
tion or explanation is arrived at. 
Every effort i» made by both union 
and mamigemeni to ileal reasonuMy 
and fairly with these situations, ami 
while some dilTerenees of opinion do 
exist from Hmc to time in our work- 
ing reialionships, they s<ddom ai'e 
pormttli*d lo iiecome serious, liecuuse 
of the intelligent and mature ap- 
proach to prohlem.s. We know that 
our union representatives do an 
outstanding Job of settling many 
questions for employees withimt ever 
bringing them to the attention of 
management and are thereby instru- 
mental ill preventing many disputes 
from Incoming matters of issue. 

”lt i,s n^gredtahic that time does not 
permit UH to liiscuss these interesting 
subjeets, such as grievances, at 
greater length iiut more extendeil riis- 
cuasion would only amplify details. 
Let me n*cuH lo your attention an 
earlier comment — we like to work to- 
gtthi r. In HuU kiml of atinosjihere 
there is Utile inclination or necessity 
for ennfUtions to exist that would 
cause very many serknis grif!vances.

Paper Company, Hucksport, .Maine 
has complekfd over 1 dUiO, OOU man 
hours worked without a lost-time in- 
jury. The Electrical De[mrlment has 
a present total meinhership of 41 
members and is made up of the In- 
strument Ilepartinent and IxK-id 1777. 
Since the last lost -time injury in the 
department on January l*b l!M7, 
when a man sulTered a finger injury, 
51 others have lieen employed for 
various lengths of time. Of these, 
three ard retired and living, three 
have passed on, and dii have termi- 
nated their employnnmt. Thus a total 
of 92 individuals over a period of 
more than tO yeai's fiave been di- 
rectly concerned wUh the building of 
this record. A single misstep by any 
one of these peojde couhl have broken 
it I 

Closer analysis of this record show^s 
that one million man hours is the 
equivalent of 25,00(1 foi'ty-hour weeks, 
or more than the total number of 
man hours which wouhl be worked by 


10 men during their entire w^orking 
lives from age 18 to age 05. 

The w^ork load carried by the Elec- 
trical Deparlment includes construc- 
tion and maintenance and involves 
most every kimi of electrical job.
